1oth—To see what sum of money, if any, the town will vote to raise 
for the benefit of the Cornish Cornet Band. 

11th—To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
fifty dollars for Decoration Day. 

12th—To see what action the town will take with regard to the suit of 
Abel W. Fairbanks, and other suits pending. 

13th—To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen not to de- 
liver the blank invoice bills until the first of April, agreeable to the 
amendment of Chapter 55 of the General Laws. 

14th—To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to repair 
the road leading from near Joseph Raynsford’s to the house of Julius 
Terry.

CITIZENS OF CORNISH: 


I would respectfully submit the following report of the common schools 
taught in town during the past year,— . 

Thirty-one schools in all have been taught. The number of different 
teachers employed was twenty-one,—four males, seventeen females,—five 
of which were beginners. Our schools, taken as a whole, compare very 
favorably with last year. Ina few of the districts there has been a de- 
cided improvement. Observation in the several schools, together with 
my own personal experience in the school-room, strengthen my convic- 
tions that mo.t of the suggestions made in my report last year were well 
taken ; that more of our schools suffer from a lack of order than from any, 
and perhaps every, other cause; that all our schools should attain the 
same degree of success, is, from the very nature of things, impossible ; 
that there has been nearly as many shades of excellence as schools, is 
the fact. Yet there has been no school to which the term failure could 
properly be applied. Again, there is a wide difference in schools,—some 
easy to govern, others the reverse; again, a teacher may succeed well in 
a school easily governed and nearly fail in another of the opposite kind. 
There is, apparently, but alimited number of teachers suited to our hard- 
est schools. Young ladies are not expected to be skilled in the science 
of fencing; nor are they the muscular athletes which a few schools ap- 
pear to require. I am pleased to be able to say there has apparently been 
less of the spirit of insubordination shown during the past year than 
came to my knowledge the preceding year. Further, there should always 
be a kind of charity for the short-comings of beginners. There is some- 
thing to be learned even in school-keeping. 
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The number of children enrolled by the selectmen is 177; males, 97; 
females, 80. It is impossible to answer several questions required by 
law, owing to the careless manner in which the registers have heen kept. 
Quite a class of questions are asked in the registers, to be answered by 
the teacher of the last term in the school year, but in some instances no 
attempt is made to ahswer them by the teacher; thus bringing a vast 


amount of additional labor upon the superintendent of schools in his at- 


tempt to report to the superintendent of public instruction, and even then, 
after all his painstaking, his report is but approximately correct. It 
would be well if some teachers would read the law, to be found on the 
first page of the cover of their registers. Several teachers, however, 
have carefully answered nearly all these questions, but I think in not 
more than three instances have registers been correctly filled by the last 
teacher. Since we are now to say farewell to a system, which, though 
faulty in more respects than one, nevertheless, has, when properly man- 
aged, graduated as fine scholars as any system probably ever will, yet,: 
whether we miy individually believe the new law to be wise or otherwise, 
the educational interest should not be allowed to suffer; and no system 
can be a success which does not receive the support of the people; and 


whatever the system under which we are placed, it is clearly the duty of. 


all to make the most and best of it; some of the foreseen evils of the 
new way may disappear; possibly additional. legislation may be neces- 
sary to remove some objections and make it the more éffective. 

A few words in addition to each separate school : 


District No. 1—W. E. Chadbourne’s. Prudential committee, Syl- 
vester L.<Dunsmoor; amount of school money, $146.18; length of sum- 
mer term, 11 weeks; number of scholars, 12; average daily attendance, 
9.98; taught by Nella S. Read of Windsor. For the past two years the 
pupils in this school have seemed.a little disorderly. 1 found the teacher 
endeavoring to do her best, but this is rather a difficult school in which 
to place a beginner, young in years. Length of the winter term, 9.8 
weeks ; number of scholars, 15: average daily attendance, 14.35; taught 
by Herbert Deming, a teacher of experience, possessing the necessary 
muscular qualifications. He brought order out of chaos, and has given 
this school a start—a disciplining which was much needed. ‘The closing 
examination was highly creditable to teacher and pupils. 

District No. 2—(Above the bridge.) Prudential committee, Edward 
Bryant; amount of school money, $109.29; length of summer term, $8 
weeks ; number of scholars, 5; average daily attendance, 4.63; taught 
by Mary E. Thompson of Windsor. Length of fall term, 6 weeks ; num-

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ber of scholars, 8; daily attendance,-8, Length of winter term, 10 
weeks ; number of scholars, 5; average attendance, 5; both terms taught 
by Mattie E. Westgate. All these schools were very good, and, consid- 


- ering the small number of schol.irs, more enthusiasm aroused, and inter- 


est taken than is usually found in small schools. 


District No. 3—Tracy’s. Prudential committee, Erwin C. Wilder ; 
amount of school money, $77.62; length of summer school, 8 weeks; 
number of scholars, 12; average daily attendance, 11; taught by Lizzie 
M. Freeman of Plainfield; an excellent school; closing examination very 
satisfactory. Length of winter term, to weeks; number of scholars, 18 ; 
average daily attendance, 14; taught by L. Esther Jordan of Plainfield. 
Good progress seemed to have been made; but in the winter this school 
needs a male teacher. 


District No. 4—Dingleton. Prudential committee, George P. Wil- 
liams; amount of school money, $44.87; length of summer term, 9 
weeks ; number of scholars, 5 ; average daily attendance, 5; length of fall 
term, 11.04 weeks; number pupils, 5; average attendance, 4.98; taught 
by Minnie L. Wood, with the same success that characterized her work 
in this school last year. 


District No. 5—Walker’s. Prudential committee, George Cole; 
amount of school money, $62.17; length of summer school, 6 weeks; 
number of scholars, 11; average daily attendan’e, 10.4; taught by Kate 
B. Clough of Weathersfield. Length of winter school, 10.7. weeks ; 
number of scholars, 13; average daily attendance, 11; taught by Nettie 
Churchill. I found both of these teachers painstaking and anxious to 
give satisfaction. Closing examinations creditable. 


District No. 6—Flat. Prudential committee, Charles H. Andrews ; 
amount of school money, $170.39; length of summer term, 8 weeks; 
number of scholars, 16; average daily attendance, 14. Length of fall 
term, 8 weeks; number of scholars, 17; average daily attendance, 13; 
taught by Addie J. Parker of Windsor. The scholars. became a little 
restless toward the close of the second term, but those present when I 
visited it seemed to have made good progress. Length of winter term, 
8 weeks; number of scholars, 33; average daily attendance, 31.25; 
taught by your committee. It would illy become me not to thank the 
parents of this district for tae support, which, during two winters, 
they have given, also the pupils for the deference which has, at all times, 
been shown me. 
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District No. 7—Center. Prudential committee, Levi W. Harring- 
ton; amount of school money, $102.47; length of summer term, 8 
weeks ; fall term, 6, and winter term 7.9 weeks; number of scholars in 
summer, I4; average attendance, 13; number of scholars in fall and win- 
ter terms, Ig; average attendance, 18; taught by Julia A. Whitaker of 
Meridan. The school was lengthened by private contribution. Miss 
Whitaker had charge of this school last year, and appears to hive 
retained the reputation then earned. Closing examinations satisfactory. 
It is usually the part of wisdom to retain the services of a good teacher 
for successive terms when possible to do so. This is one of the most 
interesting schools to be found in town, and gives evidence of the train- 
ing received. ; 

District No. 8—Goward’s:* Prudential committee, Joseph Chase; 
amount of school money, $119.66; length of summer term, Io weeks; 
number of scholars, 7; average attendance, 6.9; taught by Mattie A. 
Ellis. Kindly feelings seemed to exist between teacher and scholars, and 
good progress was apparent. Length of winter term, g weeks; number 
of scholars, 9; average attendance 8.8: taught by Mr. E. H. Burnham 
of Putney, Vt. This was Mr. Burnham’s first attempt at teaching, but 
he succeeded admirably. Closing examination highly creditable. 


DisTRIcT No. 9—Town house. Prudential committee, Herbert Dem- 
ing; amount of school money, $66.06; length of fall and winter term, 
15 weeks; number of scholars. 9; average daily attendance, 8.5; taught 
by Mattie A. Ellis. When I visited the school the pupils were quiet, 
studious and obedient, and the progress made, reasonably satisfictory. 


District No. 1o—-Edminster’s. Prudential committee, William Lear ; 
amount of school money, $£2.47; length of schoolin summer, 10 weeks ; 
number of scholars, 11; average daily attendance, 9.35; taught by Mat- 
tie E. Westgate. Length of winter school, to weeks; number of schol- 
ars, 14; average daily attendance, 9; taught by Lettie Morgan. Both 
of these schools were successful, and satisfactory to the district. _Appar- 
ently there was an intention on the part of the larger scholars to do 
about right, which is to be commended. 


District No. 11—City. Prudential committee, George E. Hilliard ; 
amount of school money, $85.48; length of summer school, 9 weeks; 
fall school, 10 weeks; number of scholars in summer, 21; average daily 
attendance, 16; number in fall term, 20; average daily attendance, 15; 
taught by Mrs. Ella I. Richardson, one of our most experienced and best 
teachers. A good work was done and satisfaction given. 
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District No. 12—Poppysquash. Prudential committee, O. A. Kelly; 
amount of school money, $21.35; length of school, 7 weeks; number of 
scholars, 7; daily attendance 6; taught by Eva M. Kelley. Miss Kelley 
did apparently all any one could do in a district in which there are but 
seven weeks of school in the year, for by the time the school is once or- 
ganized and at work it is time to close. 


District No. 13—N. A. Deming’s. Prudential committee, N. A. 
Deming; amount of school money, $54.04; number of weeks school, 
10; number of scholars, 8; average attendance, 7.3; taught by Edmund 
B. Chadbourne,—a very good school, good order, good grogress, and 
satistaction given so far as I know. 


District No. 14—Hempyard. Prudential committee, Frank L, Kim- 
ball; amount of school money, $21.85; length of summer school, 8 
weeks ; fall school, 10 weeks; number of scholars, 3; daily attendance, 
3; taught by Anna B. Swain of Claremont, with satisfaction to her em- 
ployers and as much success as could be expected. 

District No. 15—Conlin’s. Prudential committee, John Conlin; 
amount of school money, $15; length of school, 4 weeks; number of 
scholars, 3; average daily attendance, 3; taught by Kate Conlin, with 
the same quiet, earnest work which she has exhibited toward her little 
charge in years past. 

District No. 16—Texas—Prudential committee, Frank H. Cass; 
amount of school money, $49.20; length of summer term, 6 weeks; 
number of scholars, 11; average daily attendance, 4.8. Length of fall 
term, 8 weeks; number of scholars, g; average daily attendance, 2.6; 
taught by Jennie M. Raynsford. The school appeared well in the sum- 
mer, but dwindled away for some unknown reason in the fall.
